B.C. coast this year, the 
weather office reports. 

Winds gusted over 110 miles 
an hour as they swept through 
Hecate Strait and were peaking’ 
at 80 when they slammed into 
Prince Rupert just nenee _day- 
break. 

The high winds, accgmpanied 
by heavy rain whipped through 
the Prince Rupert area, ripping 
off roofs, blowing in windows 
and tearing down signs. 

The roof was blown off the 
‘city's B.C. Hydro building which 
houses office and’ maintenance 
workers. Rain added to the 
damage of the one-storey build- 
ing. 

SCHOOLS DAMAGED 

B.C. Hydro’s. Falls River 
transmission line was put out of 
action by the storm, but power 


to the coast city was maintained 
by a line from Kitimat, 


Part of the gymnasium roof 


was blown off the senior 
secondary school while at Booth 
Memorial School, part of the 


roof was blown into an unoccu- 
pied classroom. 

Further north, at Ketchikan, 
Alaska, the storm topped three 
communications towers, broke 
w:ndows and swamped small 
boats in the harbor. 

Weatherman Allan McQuar- 
me, at Victoria airport, said the 
storm brewed Wednesday south 
of the weather-ship Vancouver 
some 900 miles West of here.

Vietnamese government to send 
representatives to the Paris. peace 
negotiations is an important stride 
forward, but it is by no means a step 
out of the thick woods which ham- 
per the approach to a settlement of 
the war. There is still the refusal 
of the National Liberation Front— 
the political arm of. the Viet Cong 
military. forces—to_ attend as other 
than an equal participant in a four- 
way conference, The United States 
had hoped to effect a compromise by 
having the NLF appear merely as 
an adjunct to the North Vietnamese 
delegation. And, even with all the 
ruffled feathers of representation 
smoothed, the formidable difficulties 
of working out an acceptable settle- 
ment promise protracted negotia- 
tion. ; 

There -had been some hope in 
the United States that the prospect 
of a tougher line by the incoming 
president, Mr. Nixon, might move 
the North Vietnamese to seek agree- 
ment before the negotiating condi- 
tions became more difficult. This 
consideration no doubt aided: the 
diplomatic break-through which fol- 

_lowed the bombing halt and made 
possible the advanced stage of talks 
now anticipated. But other consid- 
erations must also be taken into ac- 
count, and important among these 
is the progress of the currently re- 
stricted fighting on the South Viet- 
namese front. 

The strict concept of the bomb- 
ing halt, with its accompanying. 
action by Hanoi—that is, to observe 
the neutrality of the demilitarized 
zone and to stop bombardment of

towns in ‘the south — has been 
broken on a number of occasions. 
American retaliation has been 
sharp, but has not included a re- 
sumption of bombing. No major en- 
gagements have taken place, but 
there has been little easing of local- 
ized skirmishes, and casualties have 
continued to mount. Above all, the 
build-up of Northern forces and sup- 
plies, aided. by the cessation of 
bombing in the north, apparently 
continues on a large scale. 

Expected stalling tactics by the 
North Vietnamese in Paris could 
arise from three sources: the usual 
Asian predilection for protracted 
confrontations, a deliberate tactic to 

it out the patience of the West- 
erners, or a delay to prepare for 
one more test of strength in South 
Vietnam in an effort to improve the 
bargaining position. In any case, 
hopes for an early settlement have 
little encouragement from the ob- 
servable facts—Washington sources 
do not expect really serious ex- 
changes to develop in Paris until 
the end of December. 

President Johnson's desire to see 
tangible moves toward peace before 
his tenure ends on January 20 is 
therefore not likely to be granted. 
But the situation has improved sub- 
stantially over that which prevailed 
prior to his historic announcement 
of a bombing halt and his public 
abandonment of intentions to run 
again. The harsh verdict which de- 
picted him as a ruthless man of war 


may yet make way for a more flat- 
tering picture as the man who set 


in| motion the preliminary steps 
toward peace, 


Call for a Friendship Centre 


UPPORT FOR AN. INDIAN 
Friendship Centre in Victoria 
has been prompt from several local 
agencies following its advocacy by 
an Indian-Eskimo group at the In- 
stitute of Adult Studies. Similar 
centres, where Indians from remote 
settlements may go for companion- 
ship, for advice on problems with 
which they cannot cope in a city, 
and for other forms of assistance, 
have been established elsewhere in 
the province and apparently are 
filling a need, - .. 

The local response to the idea 
is gratifying and may be expected 
to become broader as more of our 
citizens and organizations learn the 
nature of the project. It is dismay- 
ing to hear from some of the In- 
dians that the only place where 


those from out of town can meet to 
talk is a beer parlor—and then only 
as long as they keep buying. This 
is not good enough.

_ The need for a centre is becom- 
ing more apparent in this commun- 
ity. In recent years many Indians 


have been coming here to improve 


their education in various classes 
available to them. Too frequently 
they feel lost and lonely in a city 
far bigger than they are accustomed 
to. If they can be helped to make 
the transition from their rural liv- 
ing to the greater sophistication of 
urban life by the establishment of 
a friendship centre, then a moral 
responsibility rests upon those who 
are more firmly settled here to give 
what assistance they can.

HE GREATER VICTORIA 

School Board’s effort to make 
schools and their facilities more 
available to non-pupils on a com- 
munity-use basis draws support 
from Mr, Gary Pennington, assist- 
ant professor in UBC's faculty of 
education. Mr. Pennington says 
physical education in the province is 
showing its midriff bulge and he 
thinks the way: to reduce the prob- 
lem—and the evidence—is by an 
exercise in community co-ofdina- 
tion. 

Various factors, he says, includ- 
ing inadequate programs, inade-

Just_as_the future-of NATO is not a 
subject that can be separated from U.S.- 
Soviet relations, neither is the Middle 
East. He treats the latter separately only 
to draw attention to the extreme 
seriousness with which he views it. It is 
one of the first things he would like to 
discuss directly with Soviet leaders, 
because he believes that the Soviet 
buildup of Egypt and, Syria, if long 
continued, must lead to a confrontation 
that could result in nuclear war. 


Firm But Not Belligerent _ 


-He holds that under the outgoing 
administration of President Johnson 
“there seems to be no American policy 
at all” in the Middle East, in contrast to 
the long-time Soviet policy of ‘fishing in 
troubled Middle Eastern waters.” He 
belieyes that the U.S. must make it clear 
to Soviet Union “without belligerence 
but with complete firmness” that the free 


. world has a great stake in the Middle 


East. Only if U.S. determination is 
impressed upon them will the Soviets “‘re- 
examine their own. policy to avoid a 
collision course.’’ 

Mr. Nixon has explained that he does 
not mean an ultimatum-like approach 
along the “if you do this or that, we're 
going to-do something” line, but only to 
indicate to the Soviets what the U.S, 
interests are so that the Soviets will not 
move by miscalculation. He considers 
that NATO should be linked to this policy 
— “the United States and our NATO 
allies must make it quite clear to the 
Soviet Union that we cannot tolerate 
activities which would risk another war 
in that area,” he told the-magazine U.S, 
News and World Report. before his 
election. He said the area was of as vital 
importance to Western Europe as to the 
U.S. and called it “the anchor of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Alliance.” 

The policies of a president once he 
faces the actual responsibilities of office 
can never be accurately foretold from 
his campaign rhetoric. The latter is 
invariably in-general terms and avoids 
such specifics as exactly what is the U.S: 
interest in the Middle East that he would 
like to make so clear to the Soviets. But 
the campaign record is all there is 
against which to measure the policies of 
a new president, at least until his term 
is far enough advanced for its later 
stages to be measured against its earlier 
stages. 


General View 


No one expects a host of petty 
“campaign promises” to be fulfilled, but 
people develop a broad view of what 
they expect in various fields from the 
man they elected. He has to make good 
on these broad expectations. Lyndon 
Johnson won his mandate by leading the 
people to believe that he would not 
Americanize the Vietnam war, while he 
was privately planning the opposite 
policy. He paid for it, and one must 
assume that Mr. Nixon has taken note 
and does not want to so lose the trust of 
the people that he later has to remove 
hiniself from politics for the good of the 
country, 

In foreign policy apart from Vietnam, 
Mr. Nixon is broadly expected-to pursue

the common American tendency to 
equate U.S. with “Western” rests, 
Without actually succumbing fo this Mr. 


Nixon has tended to reflect the resent- 
ment-toward-allies element of American 
fed-upness. As he said in ‘Nixon on the 
Issues,” his definitive 175-page campaign 
Policy statement: 

“For twenty years we have been 
furnishing most of the money and most 
of the arms and most of the men to help 
other nations defend their freedom. And 
now. today other nations that we have 
helped in the past are able to do more.” 

The unspoken implication is that they 
had better. He added: “‘One of the major 
objectives of our new foreign policy will 
be to develop in consultation with our 
friends and our allies new policies so 
that in the future if something comes up 
like Vietnam, that the United States will 
not do as we did in Korea and in 
Vietnam shoulder the burden ... we 


need a foreign policy where other nations 
in the free world bear their fair share : 
the defence of freedom, and that’s what 
I will work for.” é 

Variations on such remarks were a 
staple of Mr. Nixon’s campaign appear- 
ances, where they always drew enthusi- 
astic response. Coupled with his oft» 
repeated call for reassessing the direc- 
tion of U.S. foreign aid (“its primary 
purpose is not simply to aid other 
countries, but to aid the United States of 
America”), there is room to fear that 
Mr. Nixon is overexpectant of U.S. allies 
agreeing that what's good for the U.S. is 
good for the “free” (Americanese for 
non-Communist) . world,

Crises Make a New Europe 


_pace of change in Europe over General de ¢- * 


. the past year has been breath. 
taking. The devaluation of the pound has 
been followed in rapid succession by 
France’s near-revolu- 
tion in May, the 
invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia, the revitaliza- 
tion of NATO and 
now by a currency 
crisis which cannot 
hélp but have. pro- 


succeeds crisis, it 
becomes less and less possible to take’ 
for granted what have been fixed points 
on the political horizon for the past 
decade. 

There is, first of all, a decided change 
in the relative position of the three 
leading nations, Following the rise of 
General de Gaulle, France outstripped 
Britain economically and provided the 
political lead for Germany. If proof were 
needed that this situation no longer 
obtains, it has been dramatically sup- 
plied over the past few days. Gaullist 
France. finds, itself afflicted with an 
economic virus similar to that of Britain, 
and is obliged to seek assistance from 
Germany, whose economic ascendancy 
has at last come to the fore. 


De Gaulle Fading 


Political ascendancy has passed de-~ 
cisively from General de Gaulle’s hands, 
In a climate of stability and East-West 
realization, he could command wide- 
spread support for his policy of breaking 
down the division of Europe between the 
two great-power blocs. 

~ There was fatalistic acceptance of his 
unconvincing argument that admission of 
Britain to the. Common Market would 
detract from his over-all European 
efforts."But the Gaullist spell was broken 
by France’s internal troubles and the 
Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia. It 
became obvious that the Russians have 
no intention of refinquishing their hold on 
Eastern Europe as Gen. de Gaulle hoped 
they would do, Gaullist downgrading of 
NATO had a hollow ring for the Germans 
in the face of Russia's new aggressive- 
ness, By contract, Britain was in tune 
with German thinking with its clear call 
for a tightening of NATO defences dnd 
for the development of economic and

Initiative to Britain 


In some measure at least, the 
initiative has now passed to Britain, With 
the active support of the four smaller 
Common Market countries, the British 
government is intensifying its campaign 
to overcome the obstacles to European 
integration which General de Gaulle has 
maintained: so ‘inflexibly. With the 
collapse of Gaullist prestige and sta- 
bility, it becomes .more and more 


difficult for France unilaterally to bar 
the way to integration.

New Rest Haven Decision 


By JIM HUME 


A three-hour debate Wednesday failed to decide 
the fate of a new Rest Haven hospital. 


Regional Hospital Board directors did take a faltering 
step toward approval “in principle’ of an extended care 
hospital] to serve the north end of the Saanich Peninsula. But 
they steubbornly refused to make a positive commitment. 

North Saanich Mayor Jim Cumming again led the battle 
for the northerners asking the board to clearly endorse a four- 
prong recommendation from the hospital’s advisory board. 

He finally settled for endorsation “in principle’ and 
admitted following the angument that the tentative agreement 
@id not mean the north end of the Peninsula was assured of a 
bospital. 

‘Mayor Oumming’s committee recommendations were 
that work commence immediately to build 150 extended care 
beds. at’ St. Mary’s Priory; that the Gorge Road Hospital 
ee “forthwith” with plans for 150 beds; that a 100-bed 

pital be built in Central Saanich and that 20 extended care 
beds be built at Ganges. 

+ Mayor Cumming urged Immediate action so that the 
feferendum for $9.3 million for hospital construction, 
endorsed overwhelmingly in October, could be implemented. 
‘- He further urged that all beds to be constructed be of class 
A” construction rather than of the mixed class ‘“A’’ and 
@lass “B” construction earlier recommended. 

;. In general terms class ‘‘B” construction is single storey 
and usually of frame construction. Class “A” is a two or 
more storey building of concrete. 

Mayor Hugh Curtis was the first to throw the brakes on

He recommended that a first move following acceptance 
only of the advisory committee’s report, should be the 
establishment of a planning and building committee 
comprised of board members which could then make the 
political decisions. 

Andrew Pitkethley, hospital consultant to the board, also 
urg>d cautron. 


He warned that ownership of the new hospitals should be 
clearly established before any final decision was made. 


“The ratepayers in the area voted in fovar of an extended 
care without too many specifics before them,’’ he 
said. ‘They placed a great deal of trust in your judgment. 


‘Must Retain Hospital Ownership’ 


‘T don’t see Low you can guarantee a package deal unless 
you own the hospitals and retain ownership. You can do this 
without disturbing any institutional or religious interest, but 
you should do it before you start building hospitals." 

Mayor Gordon Lee, who earlier had withdrawn a notice 
of motion which would have demanded a decision at the 
regular board meeting, said he was disturbed by the apparent 
reluctance of the board to go along with its advisory 
committee’s recommendations. 

“What disturbs me is that we have an advisory 
committee and a priorities committee. They come up with 
recommendations, why can’t we accept them? 

Mayor Curtis answered quickly: ‘“‘Because they are not 
responsible to the electorate—we are, you are.” 

As the debate wore on tempers became testy with Mayor 
Curtis and Mayor Cumming exchanging sharp words. 

“T am not prepared to let a committee decide where and 
how big these new hospitals should be,’’ Mayor Curtis said. 
“T think we would be remiss in our duties if we did not at 
beast study their recommendations and check them. I can’t 
accept them without question.” 

“They have been checked,” snapped Mayor Cumming. 
“And presented unanimously.” 


‘Shall Also Question Advice’ 


“T can't operate that way,” retorted Mayor Curtis. ‘TH 
listen to advice, but I shall also question that advice before I 
accAnt it.” 

Mr. Pitkethley suggested that before making a final 
decision the regional board should remember the composition 
of the artvisory committee. ‘ 

“The formation of the committee in this area is quite 
unique in that it is formed mostly of hospital adminis- 
trators,” he said. “In other areas hospital administrators 
can’t sit on such committees. 

“T think you must consider the possibility that here you 
are getting and possibly accepting, the decision of adminis- 
trators.”’ 

He further suggested that. the advisory committee had 
ignored hi« recommendations on established criteria design to 
provide sclid guidelines for hospital sites and sizes. 

In that criteria, made available by the B.C. Hospital 
Insurance Services research staff, the. bed ratio for extended 
care units is geared to the population over the age of 6 
years. 

It works out at one extended care bed for every 50 
citizens over 65. 

Mr. Pitkethley did not mention the criteria guide in detail 
but asked that it be presented to each member of the board 
for study. 


50 Beds Needed in North Area 


The copy he presented to the advisory committee 
suggests that the most extended-care beds required at the 
northend .of the Peninsula —is--50-to—-handie the -over-65 
population in that area. 

With the provincial government reluctant to build new 
units of Jess than 100 to 150 beds, Mr. Pitkethley’s criteria 
recommendations susggest that an extended care unit fs not 
required in the north Peninsula area. 

Whatever the board finally decides will be left to a later 
date, anyway. 

Mayor Arthur Freeman, Sidney, finally ended the debate 
by asking the board to at least emdorse the edvisory 
committee proposals in principle, set up a finance, planning 
and building committee, and make the big decision later. 

Board members agreed, but with some reluctance.

‘Armed Forces personnel 
repeated time and again how 
eommonplace is the no-~wheels 
Janding procedure. But: they 
gathered in knots to watch as 
landing time approached, 

Capt. McGillivray made two 
“dummy runs” before at- 
tempting to set down his 
aircraft, cruising’ over the 
field at a level of about 100 
feet. He made a third circle 
at higher. altitudes then came 
in from the south purposefully 
low. It was almost 2 p.m.

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ie Rowe Remembers . .-. 


Paul's ‘Holding 
Out. Against 
Calgary Calls 


By ERNIE FEDORUK 


“It has becn ‘business as usual”’ in the Victoria offices of 
an investment firm during the past few days. The only differ- 
ence between this week and most others has been in the num- 
ber of long-distance ‘calls from Calgary ... 

“Are you going to comé with us?” the phoners asked Paul 
T. Rowe. 

Peter Liske, Wayne Harris, Don Luzzi, Terry Evanshan and 
other Stampeders have been the most popular names, but a 
number of Calgary residents haven’t forgotten Paul Rowe's. 


This is Grey Cup week, and a nation prepares to turn its 
eyes on Saturday's football playoff between the Stampeders and 
Ottawa Rough Riders. The action will be in Toronto, far- 
removed from.Rowe's Victoria office, 

There wer a time, however, when Rowe was right in the 
thick of things. The thoughtful onés still remember a great 
fullback who helped Calgary to its Grey Cup triumph in 1948, 
and a return to-the final in 1949. 

“I've had a half-dozen calls from Calgary this week,’ said 
Rowe, “‘but I haven't given in... yet.” 

Wouldn't he like to be in Toronto? 

“Lord, yes!” was Rowe's emphatic reply. ‘‘But a trip to 
Toronto might knock 10 years off my life. I think it would be 
best if I watched the game on television ...” f Arey 

Twenty years ago, others watched Rowe, Keith Spaith, 
Woody Strode, Chuck Anderson and the “peanut kids” from 
Vancouver -- Rod Pantages, Pete Thodos, Ced Giles and Jim 
Mitchner. Also, there was a good-looking back, fresh out of 
Calgary junior ranks, by the name of Normie Kwong. 


They stampeded into Toronto, defeated Ottawa 12-7, and 
earted Canada’s premier football prize back to Calgary. Before, 
after and during the 1948 game, cowboys, Indians, chuckwagons 
and western whoopee on Toronto streets transformed a football 
game into a national classic, ; 

It was Nov. 27, a date that remains fresh in Rowe's 
memory because of the game, a telegram and a horse. ' 

“T don't think I'll ever forgot that horse," said Rowe. ‘‘One 
of our Calgary fans rode the horse up the steps and into the 
lobby“ot the Royal York Hotel after the game. He hitched it to 
a pillar , then stepped into a bar. The horse started munching 
away at the Stuffing. of a chesterfield ,.." 

The memorable telegram was delivered to Rowe in 
Calgary’s dressing room at Varsity Stadium. It informed Rowe, 
affectionately nicknamed “Pappy’’ by the press and his mates, 
that his, wife had given birth to their youngest son, Bob. 

“The telegram came as I was being taped up. It took three 
guys to help me finish dressing -for the game.” 

A man asked if the telegram helped imspire the 
Stampeders.

They also had a “‘fair’’ fullback in Paul Rowe, a six-time;

If his eyes reveal an added twinkle, it is because he ‘‘likes

Penny Puzzled 
By Boating Aids 


By PENNY SAVER 


I don’t know anything about boating, neither with sail 
,nor with motor, I have piléted a motor boat on a quiet lake 
that was deep and free of dead-heads, I have rowed miles on 
that same lake and under oar-power was even brave enough 
to venture into the tricky weed-packed shallows where we 
picked waxy, yellow water-lilies, And, once I was invited out 
on a smal sail-boat. That was heaven indeed. There was 
scarcely enough breeze-to fill the sails, which suited me fine 
as I don't like the looks of the gymnastics some: ‘sailors go 
through on stormy days. We drifted all day until I was 
marvellously rested and quite sunburned. Since then I have 
known that finances willing, I would like to sail. 

But finances haven’t reached that stage yet so I had to 
stand by in mystification while a friend bought nautical 
Christmas gifts for her husband.’ She tried to explain their 
significance to me, but I didn’t prove a very apt pupil. I hope 
that my boatdoving readers’ will recognise the items from 
my poor descriptions. ? 


First I will deal with the items a youngster could buy’ for 

a parent. There was a pair of marine dividers to help in 

charting a course, These are $4 a pair and are made of metal 

* with points on bath “legs."" These I was told enable one to 

compute the crow’s flight distance between two points on a 

chart by measuring with the dividers then comparing them to 
the miles-inches scale on the side.of the chart. 


Parallel Rules 


For $4.50 there are 12-inch, clear plastic parallel rules. 
Fifteen-inch rules are $5.25. These, I was-told, are helpful for 
plotting a parallel course, but my friend didn’t explain why 
anyone would need to do so! In any case the clear plastic lets 
you see the chart underneath and mefal fittings Jet you spread 
the dividers which will always stay parallel, to the width you 
need. There was another 12-inch device for $3.75 that did 
much the-same thing. Instead of having parallel rulers, this 
device rolls, I assume always remaining parallel to its 
starting position. This also has a cylinder scale showing the 
distance it has moved across the chart so you can compute 
the distance in sea miles, 


I won't even try to explain what a directional finder is or 
does except that it is made of clear plastic and lies flat on a 
chart. My friend says it is used in navigation, which figures, 
and I actually recognized some of. the markings as being 
compass points. If you know someone who wants one for 
Christmas, they are $12.95 apiece. 


I could, however, appreciate the value of a marine atlas 
of the Pacific Northwest from Olympia to Malcolm Island. 
This $21.50 book has a coil binding and looks sturdy enough 
to go to sea, It includes 40 charts and aerial photos of the 
aréa, There are write-ups of stores and-marinas in each area 
with the names of the proprietors and a rundown of what 
services they provide. An index of localities makes everything 
easy to find. This was labelled as volume one so I assume 
there are other, similar books available.

Charley found a simple way to make sure of his 
contract. He just let the 10 of hearts hold. He would have 
looked sort of sily had East produced the queen or jack 
and continued by giving West a heart ruff, but he would 
look. silly on his way to the bank since all he would have 
given away would have been an over-trick. 

After Charley ducked the best East could do was to 
give his partner a ruff with a third heart lead. East 
returned a club but the defence was taking tricks. 

Charley rose with his ace, drew led out a 
fourth heart and ruffed it in @ummy. He returned to his 
hand with the ace of diamonds, discarded dummy’s queen 
of clubs on the fifth and last heart and made the rest of 
the tricks with a cross ruff.

The Camadian Appraisal Insti- 
tute and a group of lawyers pre- 
sented a brief to Manitoba's ex- 
ecutive council saying expropri- 
ation compensation should in- 
clude accurate assessment of 
damages, costs of relocation, 
legal fees and mental anguish.

Alberta's Expropriation 
Procedures Act (1960) only sets 
procedures for such action and 
does not set out the manner in 
which compensation is calculat- 
ed. 

The Alberta procedure has 
three main levels. First there is 
nower of expropriation soread 
through various levels of the 
government ranging from the 
highways department to public 
works. 

‘Then, under the Municipal 
Districts Act, municipalities 
have the right to expropriate| 
and some corporations, under a} 
licence obtained from the prov- 
inekal government, may also in- 
itiate expropriation proceedings. 

Most of the provinces have an 
appeal ‘set up through the 
courts. Ontario's plan of 4 
public. inquiry is also tnique, 
but Saskatthewan has a one- 
man, full-time mediator acting 
between land owners and gov- 
ernment expropriation agencies. 

David Keith, a Regina lewyer, 
was appointed last month to run 
the mediation board .for five 
years. 


MAY BE APPEALED 

If the mediator can't settle a 
dispute, the matter may be ap- 
pealed to a district court—simi- 
lar to most other-provinces. 

In Quebec, compensation is} 
based on depreciated value of | 
the building expropriated. 

The compensation price is de- 
cided by civil servants and the 
final authority is the deputy 
minister of Yhe department of 
roads. Dissatisfied owners may 
appeal, however, first to a prov- 
incial court, then to the Quebec 
Court of Appeal, then to the 
Quebec Superior Court. There is 
ro provision in law for a public 
inquiry into an expropriation. 

British Columbia's act does 
not promise “more than a home 
for a home,” but a spokesman 
for the attorney-general said the 
general basis is “fair market 
vatue of ‘property being expro- 
priated having regard for the 
values in the area.” 

British Columbia does not 
have a mediator ‘but the prov- 
ince has a threezman arbitration 
board which holds public sit- 
tings. Findings of the board can 
be appealed to the provincial | 
cabinet or to courts on procedur- 
al questions. 


HAS FINAL SAY

| More Smokers Al 
And Joining a Growing Majority 


By PETE LOUDON * 


The handwriting is on the wall — smokers are becoming 
a minority in Victoria and Canada. 

We suspected this when at a recent Saturday night party 
only one pérson in a group of 12 smoked. 

At another party it was one in six, (AH six boozed, but 
that’s another subject.) 

Concerned with. the implications — what Canada doesn’t 
need is another put-upon minority — the Times made. a spot 
survey at St. Joseph's Hdspital. 

This seemed a good place to find a cross section. If 
‘anything you might expect to find more smokers in a hospital 
than out of it. 

But in a men’s ward of 46 beds, only 15 patients smoked, 

In a women’s ward it was 15 out of 32. 

The B.C. government has no recent figures compiled here, 
But it was learned from a back issue of the Canadian 
Hospital magazine that in. 1965-66, more than a million 
Canadians who once smoked daily, had stopped. 

A survey by Canadian Facts Ltd. in the same period 
showed that of 5% million smokers jin the country, 21% 
million, or 45 per cent trad seriously tried to quit — and one 
million had made it, ’ 

The same survey showed that regionally, B.C.°*had the 
highest percentage — 53 per cent — who tried to stop and the 
highest percentage of people who managed to kick the weed 
— 49 per cent of males and 17 per cent of females.
